Corea Sides Japan. 


The Corean Army, 


The Statesmen’s year book gives the following datails of the Corean 
army. The standing army now consists of about 17,000 men with 
European methods of warfare. lu !896 it was taken in hand by a 
Russian Colonel with three commissicned and ten non-commissioned 
officers who retired however in 1898. A roya! bedy guard of 1000 
men was tormed and has been well drilled and specially a draft of well 
trained men is transferred from it to the other regiments of the stand- | 
ing army. A police force of 2,600 men has also been formed and is 
under the police department, 


What Russia May Do. 


Shang Hai, February 27-—Russia has only five months suppties in 
Port Arthur. The Russians say she means to def-nd Port Arthur 
After that she will fall back to the rest of her troops from Dalny to 
the Yalu and if pressed retiring to Harbin where she will fight for 
two years. 


Dalny is being evacuated. The Russians boast that they have 
mined the breakwater, the docks, the wharves, and the railway sidings 
to prevent the Jap; from using them. 


France Wants Peace. 


New York, February 27—The World’s Washington correspondent 
says, “In view of the attitude assumed by the French government 
immediately after the agreement between Japan and Corea was enter- 
ed into, diplomats do not consider the latest developments of an alarm- 
ing nature. It is regarded as certain in Washington official and dip- 
lomatic circles that the French Government wants to keep out of the 
war. 

Japs Have Firm Hold on Corea. 


New York, February 27.—The World’s Tokio correspondent; cables’ 
“The preliminaries of Japan's campaign on land have developed so far 
as to render it practically impossible for a formidable invasion of 
Corea, by the Russians, up to the present the situation in Corea has 
been gained by strategy and skill of the highest order. This position 
can be retained even under most disastrous reverses to Japanese arms 
in Manchuria when operations begin there.
